Wisdom tied to life satisfaction in old age

A wise outlook on life’is more important to 
the elderly than the comforts of health, money 
or good housing, says a University of Florida 
researcher. 

“Life satisfaction for the elderly is too often 
measured in terms of objective conditions like 
having enough money and being in good 
health,” says Monika Ardelt, a University of 
Florida sociologist who recently completed a 
study on wisdom. “I found that developing wis- 
dom is one's later years has a far greater impact 
on psychological well being.” 

A wise perspective is important to older peo- 
ple becapse it helps them to accept things the 
way they are at a time when it is hard to come 
to terms with the realities of aging, she said. 

“Philosophically, old age becomes difficult for 
people because their physical abilities decline, 
they lose social importance when they retire, 
and they may lose their spouse and other loved 
ones, forcing them to confront their own 
deaths,” Ardelt said. 

Although wisdom began to enter the public 
consciousness as a respectable topic during the 
1980s, when pop psychology books prominently 
appeared on bestseller lists, it has been slow to 
be accepted by the scientific community, she 
said. c 

"There is a greater appreciation for wisdom in 
Eastern cultures, because people in these soci- 
eties place more emphasié on-the spiritual 
realm that the West does," Ardelt said. “Our 
culture is very rational and focused on knowl- 
edge. Look at the schools. What do they teach? 
Intellectual knowledge. There are few if any 
courses on ethics or human development." 

In the words of author John Kekes, wisdom is 
not necessarily about gaining new knowledge, 
but understanding the significance of already 
known truths, shé said. e 

«Ardelt said Kekea likens the process to grasp- 
ing what it means to die. It is common knowl- 
edge that everyone die - no one lives forev- 
er - but to realize it really means to die in

Ardelt,drew tho froth a 
well-known Body of research fifitithgs collected 
in Berkeley, California, more than a half centy- 
ry ago. The parent of every third person born ir 
the city between 1928 and 1929 was asked a 
series of questions about their background and 
well-being at that time and then again in 1968 
and 1969. 

Applying new psychological measurements 
enabled Ardelt to reinterpret the data. She 
found that wisdom had a greater effect on peo- 
ple's life satisfaction in old age than objective 
measures such aś quality of social relationships. 
socio-economic status, financial situation, phys-'* 
ical health and physical environment. y 

Ardelt also found that crisis.can have a posi- 
tive or negative effect on wisdom; di on 
whethe? ar not one learned from life's lessons. 

In people who, had lost more than 
one third of theír.family income between the ` 
Depression years 6f 1929 and 1935, Ardelt ' 
found that people who were wise in old ag, 
gained from the hardship, while those who were 
unwise in old age experienced a deterioration in 
psychological health. “My results show that 
something happened to some of these people 
during the Great Depression,” she said, "It's 


: very likely they learned to cope successfully , 


with hardship and sorrow, and, in doing 80, * 
gained some wisdom." ` 

Encountering obstacles often forces people to 
look at life from different perspectives in ordex | 
to solve problems, ultiniately helping them to- 
see a little more of reality and, in doing so, 
develop a little more wisdom, she said. 

Ultimately, Ardelt-hopes to léarn why life 
experiences make some people wiser than oth- 
ers. 

If she hadito choose a 20th century leader 
with wisdom, Ardelt saidit would be Gandhi, 
"Basically, people who are very wise see reality - 
as it is, with no subjectivity or projections. They 
also are very psychologically advanced, and 
have sympathy and compassion for others.”

AKC shares tips for introducing a new 
baby to the family dog 


The American Kennel Club

& new baby is brought home to 
meet the family dog. It is 
important to remember that 
rivalry can develop when the 
family canine companion and 
the new baby meet for the 
first time. Because of this, it 
is important to prepare in 
advance for. the 
encounter so that both the 
baby and the dog have a safe 
and healthy relationship in 
the future.

enter first without the baby. 
Introduce the dog to the 
baby’s items and then the 
baby. Do not let the baby 
interfere with the dog's regu- 
lar times with you (i.e., feed-

ing, walks, playtime). Never 
leave.your dog alone with the 
baby ànd do not let the dog 
sleep in the baby's room. Some 
other helpful tips include: 

* Allow the dog to sniff 
items the baby will be using 
80 the dog's scent will be on 
the items. This is sanitary 


-because dogs can pick up 


scents even after clothing has 
been washed. 

* Handle a doll as if it were 
a baby and introduce the dog 
to it using the word “baby”. 
Have the dog sit or lie down 
whenever he is near the baby. 

* If the dog has not been 
obedience-trained yet, this is a 
great time to do so. The dog 
needs to learn how to sit and 
heel, especially when he is 
around the baby. 

* Introduce the dog to tod- 


dlers away from his territory, 
then on his property, and 
finally in the house. 

* Get the dog accustomed to 
a baby's cry. You can do this 
by tape-recording babies at 
the hospital.
